MISSIONARY 

While the gesture of holding the 
conference and the sincerity of its 
Sponsors are admirable; one resource 
person， 和 Kathy Fong of the Chinese 
Media Committee in San Francisco， 
correctly identified the philosophical 
Weakness in the conference's premijse 
by alluding to the “missionary” 
Syndrome among the Stanford Asian 
Americans. 

She was struck by the guiltladen 
thoughts among the Stanford partici- 
pants who, in effect，said,“It's good 
that you (the experts) have identified 
the problems，but tell us how we can 
help” 一 leaving clear the implication 
that on any given Sunny Weekend, San 
Francisco's Chinatown could expect 
busloads of 人 ffeshly-scrubbed，well-fed 


eager yolunteers from the bowels of 
the Peninsula to come“save the peo- 
ple,.” 

JInstead of embarking on the mission- 
arY approach，Kathy Fong suggested， 


Peninsula ， Asian-Americans can do 
their share in the overall movement by 
acting individually 一 writing jletters to 
protest comtmercials offensive to 
Asian-Americans. (Or, as other experts 
Such as Germaine Wong of Chinese 
Affirmative Action urged, Asian-Amer- 
icans must organize to _ effect any 
change in areas such as job discrimina- 
tion.) 

Perhaps more to the point 一 and 
Something that was never fully stated 
outright in general session 一 Peninsula 
Asian-Americans shoujld identify their 
own sets of problems which aren't 
necessarily the same as those in the 
Chinatowns of San Francisco，Oak- 
land，New York，Los Angeles，etc. 
Thus the conference would have been 
Imore useful had it occupied itself with 
examining problems unique to Penin- 
sula Asian-Americans instead of look- 
ing northwards to San Francisco. 


BROAD APPROACH 

Ben Tong，who's working on his 
graduate degree ip psychotherapy， 
referred to this broader approach dur- 
ing 3a Workshop in which he was a 
TesSoUIce person.。 One assumption in 
the amorphous Asian-American move- 
ment，he said, is that all Asian-Amer- 
icans Share the Same problems: That's 
not necessarily so. For instance, Penin- 
Sula Asian-Americans don't have an 


appreciable elderly problem，whereas 
San Francisco's Chinatown surely 
does. The crowded and substandard 
housing problem in the ghetto China- 
towns isn't the same as the discrimina- 
tory housing piactices that middle and 
upper-middle-class Asian-Americans 
still face in America”s suburbs. 

Beyond those easily identifiable 
areas，though，the greatest prioblem 
perhaps for middle-class Asian-Amer- 
icans，according to Ben Tong, is a 
psychological one， But the issue of 
possible pscyhological dysfunction 
among Asian-Americans wasn't grap- 
pled with head-on at the conference， 

Another conference weakness Was its 
Imisallocation of Tesources。 Edison 
Uno，long-time active in Asian-Amer- 
ican affairs，gave a cteditable keynote 
Speech，but the choice for the second 
keynote Speaker，Alexander Tseng，a 
staff engineer at the Stanford Linear 
Accelerator Center，wWas 3a curious one. 
In fact，MI.， Tseng himself admitted 
Some trepidations (Why am I here 
talking about something I don't know 
much about?”) and his speech was 
]largely a waste of time， 


MISPLACED 
Also some resource beople se emed 
misplaced，For example，Ben Tong， 
who's studied Asian-American psycho- 
logical problems，should have been in 


the health workshop. Instead，he Was 
asked to participate in the higher-ed- 
Ucation Session. 

For all the conference's short com- 
ings，some solid comtmunication occa- 
Sionally fought its way through the 
rihetorical haze.、 In one sense，it Was 
enough for some Chinatown groups to 
appear at Stanford to show the flag, SO 
that those Peninsula Asian-Americans 
intent upon“doing something for the 
people”will have some idea of where 
to channel their energies and resources. 

For example, Chinese for Affirmative 
Action apparently opened some eyes 
as Germaine Wong，CAA:s head，im- 
pressed those attending Her workshop 
that some progress has been made in 
obtaining fair employment for Asian 
-Americans as a iesult of her group?s 
Work. The Chinese Media Committee 
and Asian Media described their func- 
tions and _ activities 一 information that 
was both useful and stimulating. 

Did the conference accomplish any- 
thing2 That's hard to evaluate、Some 
Consciences Were raised，some bits of 
useful information were _ exchanged， 
but overall, the conference turned out 
to be a mutual rub-down，an experi- 
ence for the moment-and not a very 
good one at that.

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EDITORIAL 
TWO-WAY STREETS 


No one can blame our communlty for worrying about 
street crimes and the Problems of law enforcement. 人 
young Chinese woman was ruthlessly murdered last Satur- 
day. Then, the police charges against an alleged gang leader 
were questioned by a San Francisco Chronicle reporter. 
Chinatowners are frightened and puzzled: frightened be- 
cause of the police department's inability to apprehend the 
murderer or murderers; Puzzled because when someone 1S 
brought in, it turns out he could be the wrong man. 

We understand that the police department has a blg prob- 
lem on their hands and lt 1s posslble to make mlstakes. We 
also understand that the police need the cooperation of the 
community，and we have always urged Chinese Americans 
to Work closely with government officials，imncluding the 
police qepartment. 

However，these are two-way streets. If the police would 
like to change the apathetic attitude of the community， 
if they would like to have Chinese Americans testify when 
they have witnessed crimes,if they would like to walk freely 
and talk freely im Chinatown，then the police department 
must take the Initiative to Show us that they mean business. 

Police, show that you are not Indifferent outslders. Show 
the community that you are concerned, by getting to know 
our problems，our places，and our people. Show that you 
camn treat us equally and fairly by earnestly recrultimg oOUT 
young people imto the force. Show that you have the knowl- 
edge of the underworld，and the guts to stop crime，by 
arresting the blg crooks and real ringleaders， 

If you cannot do that，then dont blame the community 
for their fears and resentments. FEor a long time to come， 
Chinese Americans will remalin tight-lipped and distrustftul 
of the police. 

These are indeed two-way Streets. We urge both our com- 
munity and the police to take steps to come togetherT.

drop of alcohol served at the 
gathering upstairs. 

Vice officers did not “slip past 
lookouts.” They were admitted. 
The Bing 开 ong Tongs Seattle 
branch has many Caucasian mem- 
bers. The police officers were mis- 
taken for Seattle members who 
came to 工 .A. to give a kung-fu 
exhibition and perform a fund- 
raising lion?s dance in the week- 
end festivities.

One 
old man in particular was well 
over 80 and could barely walk 
with a cane. He was there because 
he heard music from the street 
and saw all the People. He wan- 
dered up and asked to see the Pro- 
gram. He saw and heard the same 


things from the street as the 
police，but his reaction Was not 
SUSpiclon . 


I do not know how they carme 
up with the $5000 figure. Most of 
those who attended were from 
out of town. Less than $50 in 
each person's Pocket would have 
amounted to much more、 There 
was mention of heroin in the 
story，but we do not know where 
it came from. It shouldnot reflect 
on the goupP as a whole. No men- 
tion was made that a search for 
weapons uncovered nothing more 
sinister than a few Pocket knives. 

Sometimes police reports are 
too brief and a reporter's account 
is too imaginative,， and in times of 
“Mafia-mania” it is not too hard 
to dwell on elements of organized 
gambling, dope and shadowy back- 
rooms of bars to come up with an 
image of an opium-smoking, card- 
carrying Tong hatchet Chinaman 
in a gambling den. 

The Bing ong Tong is none of 
the things youU suggest. It does not 
n “gambling parties”and only 
gets_ together three tmes a year. 
The party that began Saturday 
had more to do with New Year， 
banquets and cultural entertain- 
ment. It was not as yoOuU Suggest， 
an installation for some Tong war- 
lord. 

The initial discriminatory action 
was taken by police when they 
disrupted a Private party. Your 
chronicle of the event only pro- 
moted a detrimental image of the 
Tong. As a responsible paper, yoU 
must correct this image and set 
the public straight on our commu- 
nity as a whole.

Premier Chou En-lai. Teng has not 
appeared in public since 1966， 
when he was attacked by the Red 
Guards as“number two capitalist 
roader” after Liu Shao-chi, who is 
still officially described as a “Tene- 
gade and traitor. 

REDEEM 

The official rehabilitation of 
Teng，and his restoration to the

MARCH FONG SUBMITS 
POPULATION BILLS 


SACRAMENTO 一 Assembly- 
woman March Fong (D-Alameda 
County) has introduced a package 
of population bills which will: de- 
fuse the Schmitz (Anti-Family Life 
Education) Act; set UP intensive 
teacher training programs for fam- 
jy jlife education; enhance the 
Population Research Unit in the 
Department of Finance; and man- 
date a mid-decade census to pro- 
vide more current data for revenue 
sharing， tax policy，and other 
decision-making Purposes. 


Conference highlights included: 

eNYU School of Medicine: suc- 
cessful acupuncture anesthesia was 
achieved in 16 of 20 dental pa- 
tients within an average of three 
minutes. No medication was given 
at any time in the 16 cases and 
there was a“mnoticeable decrease 
in post-treatment discomfort.” 
Dental procedures ipcluded seyen 
tooth extractions，twelve cavity 
preparations and caries removal， 
and one deep 8iDngival scaling. 

e UCLA: evidence was UncovV- 
ered to support the balance of 
energies thesis of traditional Chi- 
nese Imedicine，using a type of 
radiation-field photography. 

e UCLA: treatment of certain 
acupuncture points produced 
physiological changes，including 
changes in brain wave Patterns-. 
One subject's heart rate doubled. 
These changes were not found 
when needles were inserted into 
inaccurate points only 5mm. away- 

e Hahbhnemann Hospital， 了 Phila- 
delphia: acupuncture points were 
located ip rabbits. The researcher 
was able to map zones of anal- 
gesia by needling various combina- 
tions of points. 

RELIEVED PAIN 

e Los Angeles: .a physician re- 
ported that acupuncture effective- 
ly relieved pain in approximately 
70 per cent of 62 ' chronic pain 
patients who had- not responded 
to_ conventional drug therapy. Pa- 
tients: ailments included migraine， 
cervical syndrome，osteoarthbritis 
of the knee, and peptic ulcer. 


AGENCY APPROVES 
COLLEGE SITE SALE 


， Commissioners of the San Fran- 
cisco Redevelopment Agency Te- 
cently approved the sale of several 
Fourth Street lots between Mis- 
sion and Jessie streets to the Com- 
munity College District for 叫 243,- 
750. 

The college will build an eight- 
story downtown center for its 
program of continuing adult edu- 
cation，its president，Louils Bat- 
male, Said. 

Construction is expected to start 
this fall or in the spring of 1974， 
with about two years required to 
complete the building. 

CLASSES 

San Francisco State University 
is expected to offer some classes 
at the downtown center. Both the 
community college and the former 
State college have sought a down- 
town center for several years.

Medicine，N.Y.: using an instru- 
ment that measured electrical skin 
resistance，a number of points 
were located that“corresponded 
exactly to acupuncture points de- 
scribed” in traditional charts.

Dear Jobhn: 


Received your letter on Pearl Buck. Thank you for taking time 
out to express your viewpoints on the matter. Generally, people 
have a tendency to gripe but not act, So TI was pleased to hear from 
you. 

LI wrote the column on Pearl Buck expecting feedback from read- 
erIs. She is widely read by both Americans and Chinese-Americans 
alike because there is little else available in fiction about China and 
the Chinese. 工 myself read most of her novels in earlier days in an 
effort to identify with my mother country and its people. Then, 
just digested everything she had to Say. NoOw, because I am more 
conscious of the effects of derogatory white portrayals of the Chi- 
nese in the form of Charlie Chans and Fu Manchus, I refuse to read 
Pearl Buck, or 诗 I do, I read her very critically. 

If you saw“Misunderstanding China”on KPIX last year, you w 训 
understand what EPm getting at. In that TV presentation, they also 
showed scenes from the movie“The Good Earth， to point out 
how the white world incorrectly and unjustly sees the Chinese as 
hordes of ignorant;, backward people who are unable to cope with 
the forces of nature or to understand that there is such a thing as a 
train. 

Yes, I wanted to put Pearl Buck down. She has written all these 
books on China and each adds to the misconception amid the down- 
grading of the Chinese. I am not proud to be identified with the 
people she portrays in print,，not because they are of the peasant 
class，but because they are not drawn to be the wise，civilized， 
alive，human beings with values and orientations in life that We 
know thenmito be and have. 

There is a big difference in the way Pearl Buck treats the Chinese 
Peasant and the way of the Present government in China. As exX- 
pected, because of her social class, Pearl Buck looks down on them 
.and wiites of these poor peons who are So ignorant and so hope- 
less. But in the eyes of the Chinese government, the farmers are im- 
portant people,even more important than the intellectuals, because 
they feed the country and they make up the bulk of the popula- 
tion. They are the Chinese people. They are China. And they are 
praised for their contributions to the country and treated with 
Tespect. 

Therefore,，I think the government, in representing their people 
and the country，was right in telling Pearl Buck off. for one， 
stand up and say “Right onf” because the Chinese all over the 
world regain their self-respect in this way. Just as we feel Imore 
respected now after the UN has recognized China as an equal 
country and the President of the United States has gone to Peking 
to pay his respects. 

I don't regard my statement calling Pearl Buck a white intellec- 
tual unable to understand the Chinese peasants as racist or hypo- 
critical. If she wrote as accurately or understood the Chinese as 
well as Edgar Snow, it would not matter that she was white. She 
would be praised by me and the whole of China, as Edgar Snow is，

Pearl Buck'"s Chinese characters. From the standpoint of a Chinese 
proud of my race and my country, I criticize Pearl Buck for impos- 
ing her white upper-class values on my people,， who were, 工 admit， 
hard-working，superstitious，and ignorant of certain things as she 
points out. But，unfortunately, she Overexaggerates these traits and 
ignores the rest of the picture 一 that they are also Wise in other 
ways and that they definitely have other human traits character- 
istic of an ancient and civilized race. 

Please don't interpret my statements about Wang Lung，the 
farmer, not being aman but an animal trying to surIVive instinctive- 
ly, as an indication that I look down on the Chinese farmer and 
his values in life. Idon't: 

I just don't believe that Pearl Buck has painted a complete and 
accurate picture of a Chinese farmer?s life or his feelings about life. 
She does the Chinese an injustice in leaving out too Imuch . 

Surely,， as concerned as farmers aie for a good harvest, they are 
capable of expressing paternal love to their children and respect， 让 
not love, to their wives. When they are rich and others are poor， 
they do have a heart to share with others, for that's the only way 
ayvillage can live in harmony and a country in streng 也 . 

Furthermore，Chinese farmers don't just work in the fields and 
do nothing else. They socialize and thus keep Up with the news， 
they have their celebrations and follow their customs, they laugh， 
they sing, they cry, they think, they feel . . . and why shouldn't 
they? They"re human. And in evil times， they asSsett their dissatis- 
faction in overthrowing the dynasty. But Pearl Buck doesn t allow 
them to be“men”to go beyond being animals working the earth 
and bemoaning their fate. 

You may think that what Pearl Buck writes is “genuine”because 
you condone her portrayal of the Chinese and you see her charac- 
ters“adorned with _ universal qualities”but I take the view that 
there is no excuse for inaccuracies and misrepresentations，espe- 
cially from one who spent half her lifetime in the country she 
writes of T tried to say ithis in my previous column but TI dont 
think it was clear and Strong enough. 工 hope this letter clarifies 
my viewpoints for you and that you will come around to under- 
standing and accepting them.
